Whereas Porphyry did not flonrith till the 
Reign of the 2d Claudius, towards the latter end of 
the third Century. | | 

Cel/us was an Epicurean Philofopher, Eminent 
for his Parts and Learning. He, of all the Heathens, 
who had then written againft Chriftianiry, madeufe 
of the moft Subtle Reafoning, and Manag’d it with 
the Greateft Artifice. But in the year 249 Origen 
fully anfwer'd him in 8 Books. He Difcover’d his 
Malicious Forgeries, laid open his cunning Sophiftry, 
and Overthrewall his Arguments, All which he per- 
form’d with fuch admirable Clearnefs and Dexteri- 
ty, that that performance is look’d upon by theLearn- 
ed to be the Beft of all the Ancient Apologies, that 
have Deicended to Pofterity. | 


Porphyry is recorded to have beena #-w by De- 
{cent, once a Chriftian Convert, afterwards an Az 
to Paganifm, tho fome learned Men think 

ncertain, whether he ever were aChriftian. This 
Anuchriftiah Philofopher was a Man of admirable 
Senfe and Learning, which Excellent Talents he no- 
torioufly abus’d in writing a Piece, confifting of 18 
Books, againft the Truth of Chriftianiry and the 
Authority of the Scriptures. But he was afterwards 
Confuted by Methodius, Bifhop of Tyre in Paleftine; 
and by Eu/ebius Bifhop of C.c/area,

’tis hop’d the Operations of War will not upon that 


account be delay’d ; that Sir Edward Whitaker is ar-— 


riv’d at Final withs Britifh Men of War, and 6 Tran- 
{ports, to take on Board fome Troops and Recruits de- 
ign’d for Barcelona, from whence they advife, that 
King Charles’s Army will confift of 30000 EffeStive 
Men, including the Reinforcements he expects. From 
Vienna June sft they write, that the Baron de Imhof 
en thither two days ago, that on the 7th of May
